Valuable Equipment 

The equipment, except the table, 
was manufactured by the Standard 
X-Ray Company of Chicago. If 
it could be purchased at all new 
today, it would cost between $7,000 
and $8,000. Through the alertness 
of the Rev. Christian Staab, 
C.PP.S., formerly of the college 
faculty and now teaching science 
at Central Catholic High School, 
in Fort Wayne, it was obtained by 
Mr. A. W. Zimmerman of Fort 
Wayne at a greatly reduced price. 

Mr. Zimmerman, a pioneer in X- 
Ray, has spent thirty-five years in 
the field. A member of the teach- 
ing staff at Illinois University, he 
is' engaged in research there and 
elsewhere. He has visited the cam- 
pus twice already and will return 
soon again. As the equipment is 
being installed, the outfit is being 
completely reconditioned, and any 
damaged parts are being replaced. 
Brothers Help 

Much credit for the compactness 
and neatness of the laboratory is 
due to Brother Joseph Minch, 
C.PP.S., college plumber, for instal- 
ling the plumbing fixtures, and 
to the Rev. Edmund Guillozet, 
C.PP.S., and Brother Fred Boechtel, 
C.PP.S., college carpenters, for the 
fine carpentry they have done in 
making cabinets, shades, and other 
fixtures. During this past month or 
better the former STUFF office has 
been a beehive of activity in con- 
nection with the new laboratory. 

The college Photo Shop has been 
fitted with a large developing tank 
for the X-Ray pictures. The dark 
room facilities there are now much 
improved. 

When the X-Ray laboratory 
opens in the near future, St. Jos- 
eph’s will not only be prepared for 
research in this field, but also will 
be able to offer a decided advan- 
tage to physics and pre-med stu- 
dents by way of demonstration of 
the principles of X-Ray. 


When the War Manpower Com- 
mission recently announced that all 
educational deferments were to be 
reviewed immediately, the impact 
of the sudden announcement was 
felt by science students at St. Jo- 
seph’s College, particularily those 
in the field of pre-med. 

Most recent to be reclassified 1-A 
is Joseph Wolford, junior pre-med. 
His reclassification followed in the 
footsteps of those of .Robert Stine- 
man and Charles Callahan, both of 
whom are now home awaiting in- 
duction. 

At present in an indefinite status 
is Thomas Burger, pre-med, who is 
awaiting acceptance to a medical 
school. Norman Kerchner, pre- 
med, received a renewal of his de- 
ferment, good now until Sept. 1. 

According to the new quota regu- 
lations — under which pre-med stu- 
dents do not fall — St. Joseph’s is 
entitled to four chemistry and one 
geology deferments. This allot- 
ment for the college was announced 
sometime ago, after the college had 
filled out a questionnaire concern- 
ing the number of students regis- 
tered in the different fields of 
science at that time. From this 
questionnaire 10,000 deferments 
throughout the country were al-
